INTERNATIONAL 
CLAIM ARBITRATION 
TO BEGIN ‘TUESDAY 


Great Britain and the United 
States Are to Clean Off 
Diplomatic State 


By Bulletin Leased Wire, 
Washington, May 11—-Great Britain 
and the United States will begin to 
clean up the diplomatic slate Tuesday 
when the international tribunal for 
the arbitration of outstanding pe- 
cuniary claims between the two na- 
tions will hold its first meeting here 
under the presidency of Henri A. 
Fromageot of France. The tribunal, 
created by a special agre ement ne- 
gotlated by former Ambassador James 
Bryce and former Secretary of State 


Philander C. Knox, will judicially 
settle claims of private persons of the 
two nations, some of them dating back 
to the war of 1812. 

There has been no judicial settle- 
ment of such claims since 1853. The 
settlement of the large number of 
cases include those of the American 
state department and the demands 
which each nation is constantly ob- 
liged to press upon the other. These 
are slated for hearing at the opening 
session and include chiefly those for 
or against Canada, American fishing 
vessels and Canadian sealers. 


The tribunal consists of, besides 
President Fromageot, two national 
arbitrators, Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, 


chief justice of Canada, and C hand- 
ler H. Anderson, formerly counsel- 
lor of the department of state. 

The two governments are represent- 
ed by C. J. B. Hurst, agent for Great 
Hritdin, and Rovert Lansing, a gen- 
eral agent of the United States, 

The claims will be argued on be- 
half of the United States by J. R. 
Clark, former solicitor for the legal 
department with Athur McKinsley, 
P. H. D. Pierce, and Charles F. Wil- 
son, and on behalf of Great Britain 
by E. L. Newcomb, Canadian deputy 
minister of justice, and others,
